In  addition  to  their  historic  game 
against  the  College  of  Charleston,  the 
Bucs  will  also  play  Coastal  Carolina  in 
the  coliseum  on  Feb  22. 

Then  in  March  all  10  Big  South 
teams  will  play  at  the  Bucs'  new  home

"Moving  to  the  North  Charleston 
Coliseum  adds  an  entirely  new  dimen- 
sion to  our  basketball  program,"  says 
Head  Basketball  Coach  Gary  Edwards.

Architectural  drawings  have  been 
completed  for  the  construction  of  a 
30,000  square  foot  two  story  student  cen- 
ter to  be  located  near  the  university's 
library  Commitments  totaling  $400,000 
have  already  been  secured  for  the  con- 
struction of  this  $2  5  million  facility 

The  new  student  center  will  "help  free 
up  space  which  can  be  redesigned  for 
classrooms  and  faculty  offices,"  said 
Hunter,  adding  that  "the  center  will  pro- 
vide attractive  student  life  facilities  which 
can  be  utilized  for  numerous  university 
fu  nctions." 

The  building  will  house  recreational 
facilities,  a  food  court,  an  atrium  and 
lounge,  retail  space,  a  performance  area 
and  a  300  seat  auditorium.  There  will  also 
be  space  available  for  student  organiza- 
tion offices  and  meeting  rooms 
Construction  of  the  center  is  expected  to 
begin  within  three  to  five  years 

Students  like  senior  Holly  Roberts 
say  "the  larger  student  center  will  add  a 
new  dimension  to  campus  life  Many  stu- 
dents, especially  commuters,  can  use  this 
central  location  to  socialize  and  get  to 
know  other  students,"  Roberts  says 

Also  planned  is  a  University  Park  to 
be  located  on  the  North  side  of  campus 
The  park,  which  will  be  landscaped  and 
illuminated,  will  include  two  basketball 
courts,  two  volleyball  courts,  a  pavilion 
and  a  2,400  square  foot  surface  area  pool. 
Construction  of  the  park  is  expected  to 
begin  this  spring  with  completion  of  the 
pool  facilities  by  summer

Management  is  being  effectively  imple- 
mented to  move  us  into  the  90s  and  to 
help  us  deal  with  this  new  environment 

Many  people  think  that  Total  Quality 
Management  has  to  do  solely  with  the 
quality  of  products  and  services  As  many 
of  you  know  this  is  not  the  case  TQM 
focuses  on  the  organization  of  the  work 
that  results  in  superior  quality  products 
and  services. 

The  implementation  of  a  total  qual- 
ity management  process  will  bring  many 
changes  including: 

■  The  shift  from  fixed  organizational 
structures  to  flexible  ever  changing 
organizational  structures 

■  Moving  from  risk  avoidance  to  encour- 
agement of  risk  taking 

■  From  organizations  set  up  along  func- 
tional lines  to  organizations  that  orga- 
nize and  focus  on  the  tasks 

■  From  asset  orientation  to  customer 
orientation 

■  From  slow  and  methodical  to  fast  and 
flexible 

■  From  telling  employees  and  cus- 
tomers how  it  is  to  listening  to  asso- 
ciates and  customers  tell  how  it  must 
be 

■  From  being  reactive  to  being  proac- 
tive 

■  From  a  command  and  control  struc- 
ture to  an  empowerment  structure 

■  From  a  bureaucratic  process  to  a 
streamlined  process 

■  From  an  organization  with  staff 
responsibilities  to  an  organization 
where  staff  functions  are  part  of  the 
line  responsibilities 

However  the  real  driving  force 
behind  successful  change  is  leadership 
Leadership  under  these  conditions  must 
be  encouraged  and  developed. 

Leadership  and  its  development  is 
an  art  that  is  essential  to  the  success  of 
today's  organization 

The  speed  of  change  makes  it 
impractical  for  any  one  individual  in  any 
given  organization  to  make  all  of  the 
decisions  required  to  be  competitive 
Many  individuals  must  be  empowered 
and  willing  to  step  forward  when  called 
on  for  their  specific  knowledge  and  judg- 
ment In  other  words  there  must  be 
dozens  of  leaders  not  just  one. 


For  people  within  an  organization 
this  means  having  the  confidence  to 
speak  up  when  they  have  the  best  infor- 
mation or  the  best  solution  to  a  problem 
rather  than  waiting  for  "the  boss"  to  come 
up  with  the  answer  For  the  boss  it  means 
throwing  out  the  old  ideas  about  exer- 
cising absolute  control  over  every  situa- 
tion Easier  said  than  done. 

Since  every  organization  is  going  to 
need  a  multitude  of  leaders  it  is  impor- 
tant that  we  try  and  define  the  essence 
of  leadership  I  believe  it  includes  seven 
key  elements  that  we  must  look  for  in 
leaders  of  the  future 

Leaders  will  need: 

1  The  vision  to  clearly  define  the  value 
their  organization  provides  for  those 
they  serve 

2  The  drive  to  share  the  vision  with 
those  who  have  the  largest  stake  in  its 
success 

3  The  courage  to  challenge  the  status 
quo,  stimulate  the  change  and  make 
decisions  that  move  their  organiza- 
tions forward 

4  The  ability  to  inspire  people  to  action 
individually  and  in  teams  and  to  focus 
them  on  common  goals 

5  The  foresight  to  encourage  people  to 
continually  learn  new  skills  and  to 
stretch  their  capabilities  to  higher  lev- 
els of  achievement 

6  The  wisdom  to  listen  and  learn  and  to 
use  that  knowledge  to  improve 

7  The  integrity  to  serve  as  a  good  exam- 
ple through  actions  that  consistently 
reinforce  their  basic  value  systems 

<S  And  lastly  the  willingness  to  recognize 
accomplishments  and  celebrate  both 
team  and  individual  success  stories 
The  top  leader  of  any  organization 
must  have  a  broad  vision  It  should  be  a 
vision  that  can  be  changed  as  events 
change,  but  it  should  have  a  direction 
that  never  changes. 

This  new  context  of  leadership  also 
has  a  downside  Being  a  leader  to  many 
means  taking  responsibility  for  the  work 
of  others  and  to  some  that  is  uncom- 
fortable The  role  of  the  new  leader  is 
guiding  and  coaching  others  rather  than 
ordering  or  directing  It  means  greater 
responsibility  while  accepting  lesser 
degrees  of  control 

Each  one  of  you  as  leaders  realize 
that  even  people  who  you  trust  com- 
pletely will  from  time  to  time  fail  to  meet 
your  expectations.  The  key  to  successful 
leadership  is  to  help  when  they  stumble, 
reduce  their  fear  of  failure  and  be  patient 
and  supportive 

I  am  very  optimistic  that  our  future 
is  very  bright  indeed  I  am  grateful  and 
thankful  for  the  strong  role  Charleston 
Southern  University  plays  in  helping 
improve  our  future  by  developing  our 
leaders  of  tomorrow  ■
